In his fourth production com- 
munique, Nelson declared that “we 
now are producing war goods on a 
scale which approaches four times 
the rate at the time of Pearl Har- 
bor.” 


He disclosed that four-engined 
bomber output was “very nearly 
on schedule” and gave the first of- 
ficial hint that new aircraft fac- 
tories have come into production 
this fall. 

“Some plants that have come 
into production recently are mak- 
ing an exceptionally good showing 
—much better early experi- 
ence had led us to anticipate,” Nel- 
son said. 

“And the number of months in 
which these plants were under con- 
struction before they turned out a 
plane was much less than the time 
taken to construct and bring into 
operation. the first new plants in 
the war effort.” 

Over-All Gain 7 Pct. 

Over-all munitions production 
was 7 per cent above August. This 
showing, not particularly impres- 
sive as compared with the 8 per 
cent August gain over July, was 
caused by the tapering off of pro- 
duction of motor — clothing, 
medical supplies and other “miscel- 
Janeous munitions.” 

“Large supplies of these now are 
‘on -hand,” Nelson reported, with 
the result that the “miscellaneous” 

arms category held steady for the 
month. 

The machine-tool industry fin- 
ally “is over the hump and whitt- 
ling down its backlog of orders,” 
the erport disclosed. Until recent- 
ly, new orders for machine tools 
have exceeded deliveries, causing 
a persistent rise in the backlog 
of unfilled orders. Since spring, 
the trend in new orders has been 
downward, WPB said, and produc- 
tion now has begun to surpass the 
volume of new orders. “The reduc- 
tion in blacklog is likely to con- 
tinue,” the report added. 

In view of the emphasis on 
heavier weapons, the report actu- 
ally presents “a definite improve- 
ment” over the August production 
communique, a WPB spokesman 
said. Airplanes were up 10 per 
cent, as. against a 5 per cent in- 
crease reported in the month pre- 
vious; ordnance was up 7 per cent 
as against 3 per cent in the last 
communique; naval and Army 
shipbuilding went up 22 per cent, 
compared with a 7 per cent gain 
in Navy construction in August; 
and merchant ships were up a rec- 
ord-breaking 10 per cent, as 
against 6 per cent in August. 
Ordnance production, the report 
said, “continued to move slowly 
and unevenly.” Tank output ad- 
vanced 3 per cent and the produc- 
tion of tank guns was ahead. of 
schedule. ® 
“Moreover, September was “a 
good month” for antiaircraft gun 
output, but the report said ammu- 
nition production was spotty, some 
areas turning in excellent records 
and others showing disappointing 
results. 

Twelve major combat vessels 
were launched in September, a 
record better than forecast, “but 
deliveries of other types of Naval 
vessels did not measure up to 
expectations.” These apparently 
included small: craft for use 
against submarines.

What Caufield Says, 

Caulfield’s statement: 

“I favor drastic revision of the 
Missouri Constitution. The fres- 
ent Constitution provides a form 
of government which is unrepre- 
sentative, incompetent and waste- 
ful. It deprives the majority of the 
people of representation in the 
General Assembly. The senatorial 
districts are notoriously gerry- 
mandered with the result that a 
majority of the Senators are cho- 
sen by a minority of the state pop- 
ulation. The House of Represent- 
atives is chosen by a formula 
which denies representation on a 
basis of population. A revision 


should restore legislative power to 


the majority. 

“The present Constitution pro- 
vides that the supreme executive 
power shall be vested in the Gov- 
ermor, and that he shall see that 


the laws are faithfully executed, 


but these fine phrases are largely 
nullified by the provisions that the 
executive department shall con- 
sist of a Governor, a Lieutenant 
Governor, a Secretary of State, a 
State Auditor, a State Treasurer, 
an Attorney General, and a Super- 
intendent of Public Schools, all of 
whom shall perform such duties as 
may be prescribed by law. The 
Governor has no power of appoint- 
ment or control over these other 
officers and the legislature has so 
distributed the executive duties 
and powers as to make these inde- 
pendent officers more important in 
their functions and patronage than 
the Governor. , 
“Conducive to conflict.” 

“The other officers have grown 
im power at the expense of the 
Governor and are wholly independ- 
ent of him. This set-up is condu- 


icive to conflict and confusion. 


This is true, regardless of whether 
of not the other state officers are 

the same party as the Governor. 
During my administration the At-

Congressman Leonidas C. Dyer 
was issued late yesterday by 
the Democratic City Campaign 
Committee in which the veteran 
Republican sharply attacked the 
candidacy of Louis E, Miller, who- 
defeated him for the party nomi- 
nation for Congressman of the 
Eleventh District in the Aug. 4 
primary, and declared he would 
vote for Miller’s Democratic oppo- 
nent, John B. Sullivan, incumbent. 

Dyer, staunch Republican for 
more than half a century, long 
served as senior member of the 
Missouri delegation in the House, 
and was in Congress from 1915 
to 1933. 

In his statement he also 
attacked the candidacy of another 
Republican, Frank A. Britton, for 


License Collector, and declared 
that Britton’s Democratic oppo- 
nent, former Sheriff Thomas R. 
Madden, should be elected. While 
Dyer filed no suit to contest the 
nomination of his own primary op- 
ponent, Miller, he alleged in the 
statement that he was defeated 
only because “the primary was 
full of fraud.” , 

Pointing out that the official 
tally showed he had been beaten 
iby Miller by some 3000 votes, 
Dyer stated that “in the Fourth, 
Fifth, Sixth and Seventeenth 
Wards alone, there were more 
than 3000 fraudulent votes put in 
the ballot boxes.” At a number 
of polling places, he went on, he 
was credited with one vote or no 
votes while Miller was credited 
with from 44 to 164. 

He declared that a faction of 
the Republican City Committee 

4 on a siate of candidates 
well before the primary, and pro- 
ceeded to work for adoption of the 
slate with little regard to the 
wishes of the Repyblican voters. 
He pointed out that nine commit- 
tee members were nonfinated for 
office, including Miller, who is 
committeeman of the Seventeenth 
Ward. Of the nine, five are nomi- 
nees for Justices of the Peace or 
Constables. 

“Particularly objectionable,” he 
continued, “is the candidacy of Brit- 
ton, a tire dealer, who was regis- 
tered for the primary from - the 
Fifth Ward, where the Board of 
Election Commissioners discovered 
gross irregularities in the counting 
of ballots. Brittom changed his 
voting address to 323 Gjara avenue, 
where he actually resides, after the 
Election Board cited him to ap- 
pear at a hearing to determine his 
actual place of residence. 

To Vote for Sullivan. 

“The Nov. 3 election,” Dyer’s 
statement concluded, “should re- 
sult, regardless of politics, in se- 
lecting officials, first, who will be 
helpful in winning the war; sec- 
ond, who are competent, and third, 
whe are not candidates of the 
slate makers of the Republican 
City Committee. Partisan politics 
must and should give way to these 
principles. Therefore I will vote 
for John B. Sullivan for Con- 
gress.” 

The statement is dated last Fri- 
day. Dyer could not be reached 
for a further explanation of his 
charges, and for an explanation 
of his reasons for failing to file a 
contest suit. 

He is 71 years old, an attorney, 
and resides at 3638 DeTonty street.

rapidly being reclassifie* in. the 
light of their civilian occupations, 
Selective Service officials reported 
today, and many are <xpected to 
be called soon for military 

With virtually all available sing 
men without dependents alr 
drafted, the continued de/erment 
of other physically fit men will be 
based increasingly, as the Army ex- 
plains, towards its 1943 ‘goal of 
7,500,000 men, upon their essential 
usefulness in civil life. 

These officials, unwilling to be 
quoted by name, explained that the 
current reclassification was based 
on a list of more thah four score 
industries deemed essential to the 
war effort or to nationa) health 
and welfare. 

Married men working in any of 
these industries are being reclassi- 
fied into 3-B status, signifying de- 
ferment on both dependency and 
occupation counts, end other mar- 
ried men are placed in Class 2-A, 
unless they are phys‘: ally unfit. 
Deferment of those in Class 3-B 
status is good, however, only until 
the supply of childless 3-A men is 
exhausted. When this occurs, men 
ineClass 3-B will be subject to a 
further reclassification, and those 
not irreplacable key men in an es- 
sential industry are to be advanced 
to 3A and made liable to early 
call, it was explained. 

Though the draft of married 1 en 
is expected to be interrupted by the 
prospective extension of selective 
service liability to 18 and 19-year 
olds, the 3-A class is expected to 
be exhausted probably by summer, 
and those not deferred for occupa- 
tional reasons will then become 
subject to call.

Saying Had Been Credited to 
Catholic Chaplain. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP).—The 

phrase “Praise the Lord and pass 

the ammunition” has been credited 


to the so-called “fighting priest of 
Pearl Harbor,” Chaplain William 
Maguire, but he doésn’t remember 
saying it. Furthermore, says Chap- 
lain Maguire, he “positively didn’t 
man a gun” during the Dec, 7 
attack or at any other time. 

The Navy priest and Bishop 
John F. O’Hara, head of the mili- 
tary ordinariate ef the Catholic 
church in America, explained to- 
day in a joint interview that it 
was necessary to “affirm the 
truht” of the chaplain’s conduct. 

International law and the 
Geneva conference both bar chap- 
lains from combat, they said. 

“IT am not taking this person- 
ally,” Chaplain Maguire said. “I 
am thinking of my pals—I don’t 
want their fingernails pulled out.” 

Bishop O’Hara explained: 

“For a chaplain’ to man a gun 
to fire on the enemy would be just 
as much a violation of the Geneva 
convention as would be the arm- 
ing of a hospital ship. Whatever 
immunity is attached to the chap- 
lain’s position would be lost if he 
fired on the enemy.”

Nelson reported with respect to 
planes. “The result of a marked, 
increase in the output of heavy air- 
craft and a decrease in light planes 
Was a small increause measured 
numerically; but measured by to- 
tal volume, which takes into ac- 
count the diference between large 
and smail planes, the volume of 
output in September was up 10 per 
cent, compared with an increase of 
5 per cent in August. 

“Propeller production —— 
to present a serious problem. Plane 
construction may increase in the 
months ahead more rapidly than 
propeller production, unless propel- 
wr output can be greatly increased. 
Thus far, however, enough propel- 
lers have been made to fly all 
planes. 

“Mass production methods have 
been greatly improved, Many engi- 
neering difficulties have been over- 
come; skills of new workers: are 
being improved, and training is 
proceeding well.” 

Construction Slackens. 

Government-financed construc- 
tion for war purposes in Septem- 
ber was estimated at. $1,540,000,000, 
slightly less than in August, which 
probably was thé peak month. 
From now on, the report forecast, 
war construction is likely to de- 
cline, freeing materials and man 
power for direct production of 
munitions. 

By the end of September, war 
expenditures since the start of 
the defense program in July, 1940, 
had reached 50 billion dollars. The 
total program, including’ commit- 
ments of Government 
tions, called for expenditure of 
224 billion dollars. 

October commitments probably 
have increased the total war pro- 
gram to about 240¢gbillion dollars, 
the report stated, About two-fifths 
of all payments for goods and 
services in the United States dur- 
ing September consisted of war 
spending by the ‘Treasury or Gov- 
ernment corporations, it was esti- 
mated. 

The WPB munitions production 
index tncreased by 24 points in 
September to a total of 381. The 
index is calculated by taking the 
month of November, 1941, as 100. 
The nearly four-fold increase over 
November thus shown does not in- 
clude construction of military posts 
and airfields, war housing or in- 
dustrial plante built for munitions 
production. In preparing the in- 
dex, WPB takes into consideration 
the differences in sizes and costs 
of items,

LAST DAY FOR MAILING 
GIFTS 10 MEN ABROAD 


No Assurance After Today of 
Delivery by Christmas, 
Postmaster Says. 


St. Louisans may mail gifts to 
men in the armed forces in for- 
eign service as late as 9 o'clock 
tonight with reasonable assurance 
they will be received by Christ- 
mas, unless they contain liquor 
or such inflammable materials az 
cigarette lighter fluid, Postmaster 
W. Rufus Jackson said yesterday. 

Such prohibited gifts, Jackson 
said, are confiscated by postal or 
military authorities, and other 
gifts in the same package are us- 
ually delayed several days before 
being sent on. He said military 
authorities would also like to dis- 
courage the sending of cookies or 
cakes to men in service; the men 
are well-supplied with cookies and 
cakes and such foods attract ver- 
min aboard ship. 

Workers in the foreign section 
were snowed under last night with 
probably 7000 parcels for foreign 
delivery mailed here yesterday, 
more than double Friday’s total of 
3217 packages. Up to 3 p. m. yes- 
terday, a total of 29,011 parcels, 
weighing 120,986 pounds had been 
received during October for mail- 
ing to men abroad. 

Jackson reminded senders that 
packages to men abroad should 
not exceed 28 inches in length and 
girth combined, and not weigh 
more than six pounds. He said “a 
great number” of outsize gifts, 
mostly large radios, have been re- 
ceived for mailing here during the 
month. 

Packages mailed to men abroad 
after today, Jackson added, would 
be forwarded as usual, although 
delivery by Christmas would be 
doubtful.

Authority Increased. 


Another resolution adopted by 
the convention gives Lewis and 
his executive board the authority 
to advance, postpone or change 
the date of ‘future conventions, 
which the constitution had re- 
quired should be held every two 
years. Under the amendment, 
Lewis may defer the holding of 
another convention as long as he 
likes. He indicated at the open- 
ing of the Cincinnati session that 
the Miners might not meet again 
till after the war. 

The question recurs: What is 
Lewis up to? He said at Cincin- 
nati that he was not going out for 
workers in established unions, but 
the officers of the CIO, at least, 
take that statement with a large 
grain of salt. They are quite evi- 
dently afraid of Lewis as a pos- 
sible raider, and apart from that 
they fear him vaguely as the po- 
tential organizer of social forces 
for his own aggrandizement. They 
know his personal charm, his skill 
in manipulation, the power of the 
ergument used by his henchmen 
—that John L. may be wrong on 
this or that political issue, but, by 
Heaven, he has got the workers 
more money and better conditions! 


AFL Shares the Fear. 


The fear of Lewis is shared by 
the general run of AFL leaders,

UESDAY’S elections to the Senate and 
T House are like this season’s erratic foot- 

ball games. On form and past perform- 
ance the Democratic team, victorious since 
1932, should win again but by a closer score. 
New and unpredictable factors, however, are 
at work this year and it is possible but seem- 
ingly not probable that the Republicans will 
win control of the House. The Senate will 
remain Democratic regardless of growing Re- 
publican strength. 


By the usual rules of political prognostica- 


tion, plus allowances for old and new im- 


ponderables, the consensus is that the Repub- 
licans will gain between 20 and 30 House 


Senate by from four*to six seats. 


Republicans Must Gain 
-52 Seats to Control House. 


If there is an overwhelming tide of opposi- 
tion to President Roosevelt and Congress, 
evidence of which is meager, the Republicans 
may gain 40 to 55 seats in the House and 
from eight to 10 in the Senate. A net gain 
of 52 seats would give ‘the Republicans con- 
trol of the House, where the present align- 
ment is 258 Democrats, 165 Republicans, five 
independents and seven vacancies. 


The present line-up in the Senate is 65 
Democrats, 29 Republicans, one Progressive 
and one Independent. Thus the Republicans 
would have to gain 20 of the 33 elections to 
the Seventy-eighth Congress to get control 
of the Senate. This.is a political impossibil- 
ity because 16 Southern Democrats, many 
without opposition, are certain of re-election. 
, New factors that cannot be weighed in 
this year’s election are the general apathy of 
the voters as evidenced in the primaries; the 
migration of workers from farms to city 
jobs and from the South to the North and 
East; induction of young and middle-aged 
voters into the armed services; increased: 
|}employment of women and over-time work- 
ing hours; dissatisfaction with the way the 
President and Congress have managed the 
war effort; President Roosevelt's decision

His Message to U. S. 


For nearly six months Grew 
was held prisoner in the Em- 
bassy in Tokyo. He returned on 
the Gripsholm and ever since he 
first set foot on American soil 
again he has taken it as his mis- 
sion to tell the American people 
that they face a formidable mili- 
tary machine and a fanatic people 
willing to make any sacrifice. 

Over the radio, to industrial 
workers, to bankers, Grew has car- 
ried his message. With speeches 
scheduled far in advance he ex- 
pects for at least another six 
months to be barnstorming from 
one side of the country to the 
other. After that is a book and 
possibly publication of his confi- 
dential diary. 

If anyone had told this impec- 
cably correct career diplomat a 
year ago that he would turn 
evangel, the answer would un- 
doubtedly have been the polite 
skeptical smile which the Ambas- 
sador reserves for eccentrics and 
intruders.

Grew has always been a good 
swimmer but a poor to middling 
golfer.

Congressman who was beaten in Alabama Democratic primary says 
that lawmakers are blamed for many things beyond their control; 
when he returned to campaign, voters assailed him on diversity of 
fronts; urges sitting members be retained if their records permit it. 


From a Radio Address by Representative Luther Patrick of the 
Ninth Alabama (Birmingham) District. 


AM a “lame duck.” That means that I 
| am still a member of Congress but have 

been beaten at the polls. “Lame duck” 
is a very good word for it and explains its 
own meaning. : 

I am not mad at anybody because I got 
licked, The folks in my district voted me 
out because they were not quite satisfied 
with what I was doing.: I thought I was 
doing a good job, but they did not think 
so, and Mr. and Mrs. Voter are always right. 
Therefore I am not going to sit around 
nursing any sore toe. He who nurses a 
sore toe soon becomes a heel. 

I left the halls of Congress to go into 
my district a few days before the Demo- 
cratic primary to see to it that I got safely 
back, but as soon as I arrived I found that 
my bark was being'tossed in unfriendly and 
stormy waters. It got so stormy I never 
did make port. 

When a Congressman goes into his dis- 
trict these days, he is almost amazed at the 
nature of the questions the people bring be- 
fore him. ‘Some are sharp. Some are unfair, 
and some simply defy any answer. Let me 
give you a few examples:

Japan’s Secret Strength. 

Such factors, however, do not 
wholly explain the Pacific situa- 
tion. The Japanese must have had 
far greater naval] strength than we 
were aware of. If their strength 
was no greater than that reported 
in Jane’s standard reference book, 
the losses we inflicted upon them 
in the Coral Sea, Midway and 
other engagements would have 
prevented their attaining such su- 
periority in the battle of the Solo- 
mons. They presumably had war 
vessels of whose existence we were 
not aware to throw into this attack 
upon our vital positions and com- 
munications. 

The fact that we are outnum- 
bered in the Southwestern Pacific 
has stimulated the efforts of those 
Americans who think the war with 
Japan is the only war that mat- 
ters to compel our military au- 
thorities to concentrate all of our 
strength in the Pacific to the 
neglect of other fronts. Agitation 
for such a policy is likely to grow 
if the situation in the Solomons 
continues to be precarious. ° 

It will always be a debatable 
question whether the war would 
have been prosecuted more vigor- 
ously had we concentrated our 
main strength against Japan from 
the first instead of diverting the 
preponderance of our forces to the 
war against Germany. 


The decision to make Germany 
the No. 1 target was prompted by 
the consideration that Germany 
was more dangerous in the long 
run than Japan and the fact that 
if we acted promptly we could get 
better results against Germany 
than if we delayed until Russia’s 
power was spent, The best pros- 
pect of defeating powerful Ger- 
many lay in an English-American 
attack from the west while Russia 
was still engaging millions of Ger- 
mans in the East. 


Choice of Gambles. 

Wise or unwise, that was the 
decision taken by the American 
High Command. It was. realized 
that in the interim Japan would 
be feeding on a diet rich in such 
vitamins as oil, rubber, tin, rice, 
etc., from the conquored countries. 
It was realized that in the mean- 
time China, Australia and our own 
Pacific outposts would be hard hit.

ALLIED DIVERSION 
OF AXIS FORCES 


By KIRKE L. SIMPSON 


Of the Associated Press. 
HATEVER other blows may 
be contemplated under the Al- 
lied. “major decisions of strat- 
egy” which President Roosevelt 
mentioned in his Oct. 12 broad- 
cast, they were an accomplished 
fact in the Pacific and Mediter- 
ranean theaters as October ended 
One such strategic decision “on 
which we are all agreed,” Roose- 
velt said, related to the necessity 
of opening “new offensives against 
Germany and Japan” to divert 
their forces from Russia and China 


At the time he spoke the diver- 
ional effect on Japan of the Amer- 
ican thrust in the Solomons was 
obvious but’ its scope undisclosed. 
It is clear that the Pacific action 
has forced the enemy to a major 
naval and air concentration south- 
eastward in the Pacific, tending to 
relieve Russia of the threat of a 
Japanese attack and to divert 
Japanese air power from China 
and Burma.. 

The British offensive in Egypt 
seems to be another fulfillment of 
the forecast of diversional efforts. 
It has been in progress substantial- 
ly only a week ashore. In the 
Mediterranean, by naval and air 
action, it has taken heavy toll of 
Axis shipping over a longer period, 
particularly of tankers. That gives 
reasonable ground for assuming 
that shortage of fuel to power his 
tanks is worrying the Axis com- 
mander, Marshal Erwin Rommel. 
' Within the last few days Allied 
bombers have knocked off a num- 
ber of enemy tankers in the Med- 
iterranean. The vessels were 
caught hugging the Libyan coast 
and headed for Tobruk, despite Al- 
lied control of the air in that re- 
gion as well as in the forward area 
in Egypt. 

The obvioug explanation of risk- 
ing sea passage along the coast is 
that Rommel dared not wait to 
restock from supplies moved by 
the much slower land routes across 
the desert. 

The time element must be vital 
for Rommel at this stage. Suc- 
cessful Allied air disruption of his 
sea supply line could leave much 
of his armor stranded and many

You are pursuing this somewhat 
academic line of thought when, 
suddenly, your pilot tugs the plane 
up over that ridge by the skin of 
its teeth, and there’s the target. 

In our case it was the Japanese 
main camp in Kiska harbor. 

We literally dove on the place 
a split second after clearing the 
ridge, and the ridge itself can’t be 
more than a couple of hundred 
feet high. During our overwater 
approach I had heard the crew 
kidding about the attack plan. 
They said we were to go in level 
and then climb to 100 feet just be- 
fore releasing our bomload. That 
is, I had thought they were kid- 
ding. But they were not, 

Our altimeter read zero when we 
were exactly over the big Japa- 
nese seaplane hangars, near the 
center of the main enemy installa- 
tions. Sensitive altimeters aren’t 
very sensitive under these condi- 
tions. Actually, we were a good 
75 feet above the hangar roofs. 
That was just about where we let 
go with our incendiaries and de- 
molition bombs. More Flying Fort- 
resses were in our formation— 
nearly wingtip to wingtip—and 
they let go at the same time. 

You don’t miss, at 75 feet. You 
can’t. 

Almost Brush Walls. 

Immediately after the release, we 
banked sharply to the right—as 
near a vertical bank as you 
execute in a four-engine 
bomber doing around 250 miles an 
hour at 75 feet of altitud 
flew due west across the na 
neck of land back of Kiska harbo 
There’s a narrow pass across this 
neck and we hugged the very bot- 
tom of the valley. Our wingtips 
all but brushed the tundra-clad 
walls of the pass.

We hadn't 
seen it since it split, away from 
the formation, early in the ap- 
proach, and now we began to 
worry. But in a minute or two, 
there it was, pulling out into the 
clear from the mingled smoke and

ea-Time’ Raid. 

That’s the way it is, now, day 
after day, over Kiska Island. One 
day our bombers strike in force, 
accompanied by full fighter 
strength, and go in as we went in 
today, at tundra-mowing levels. 
Next day we sqnd maybe one or 
two formations, at varying alti- 
tudes, For four days, now, not a 
Japanese fighter has dared to take 
off against us. Yesterday was a 
really big day. Flying Fortresses 
and B-24s went over in relays, 
starting at dawn and finishing up 
at dusk. Fighters went with the 
morning missions, but were so ob- 
viously unneeded that they took 
the afternoon off. For the bomb- 
ers, however, it was “evéry hour 
on the hour” all day long. Today 
the Americans pulled a shrewd 
trick. For the first time in nearly 
a month we failed to take advan- 
tage of good flying weather to 
send a morning mission. Noon ar- 
rived, and then 1 p. m.—still no 
mission, The Japanese evidently 
figured it out: we were taking a 
day off after yesterday’s round-the- 
clock attacks. 

But our formation took to the 
air and we were at Kiska just 
after 4—Japanese tea time. And 
for 100 miles before arriving at 
the target we flew low, “wave-hop- 
ing.”

they saw us plain enough to get 
a shot at us. 

They shot at us plenty when they 
could see us. Our plane was the 
only -one which came back without 
any new bullet holes or shrapnel 
wounds. One had its gas tank well 
riddled, 

Half-a-dozen .60 caliber bullets 
tore through the window of the 
navigator’s compartment in the 
plane flying on our right wingtip, 
missing the navigator’s head by six 
inches. Another came through the 
belly of the same ship and ripped 
to shréds the turret gunner’s para- 
chute. He was standing on the 
parachute, That was a good thing. 
Otherwise it would have been the 
gunner who got ripped. There 
were 25 or 30 holes in the third 
bomber. 

The Japanese get lots of prac- 
tice. Every day our planes come 
back from Kiska full of bullet and 
shrapnel holes. But they nearly 
always come back, This is a tribute 
to the rugged construction of our 
Flying Fortresses and B-34s, . 

Some motors get shot out of 
commission. Great holes get torn 
in their wings and bellies. A three- 
inch shell hit a B-24 the other day. 
It come through the belly and out 
the top of the fuselage,: just for- 
ward of the door. It exploded as 
it came out and blew a hole in the 
fuselage, The plane is now being 
repaired. ' 

People in the planes are some- 
times not so easily repaired. A 
couple of waist gunners got killed 
this week. Superficial ack-ack 
shrapnel wounds are numerous. 
The Kiska mission is “rugged 
duty,” as the pilots and crews ex- 
press it. Such results as we cer- 
tainly obtained today seem to jus- 
tify such punishing routine.

St. Louisans on Mission. 


Soon the American movie-going 
public may get a look at what this 
correspondent saw today, in tech- 
nicolor, With our mission went 
Lieut. Rey Scott of St. Louis, 
famed photographer of combat ac- 
tion, who now. serves the United 
States Army Air Corps in the role 
of official picture taker. Scott has 
been out on eight missions and has 
many feet of close-up film. Today 
he not only took pictures, but de- 
livered a message. Readers will 
recall “Ku Kan,” Scott’s picture 
record of the Burma road develop- 
ment and the bombings of Chunk- 
king. The inspiration for that pic-

U.S, AIRMEN IN CHINA-INDIA 
AREA PREPARING SWIFT BLOWS 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 29—(De- 
layed) (AP).—Brig. Gen. Clay- 
ton L. Bissell, commander of the 
United States Army Air Forces in 
the India-China-Burma_ theater, 
said today that his airmen were 
mobilizing for the time when “we 
can move rapidly in any direction,” 
Japanese air attacks on air- 
dromes in Assam province “are 
not hurting us,” he said, “We hit 
back at them the same day and 
we have been hitting them some 
place every day since then.” 

He pointed out that the Tenth 
Air Force enjoyed the advantage

There are also whole de- 
tachments of telegraphers and tele- 
phone operators, many of them 
working in exposed front-sector 
positions. 


Take War in Stride. 


These young, apple-cheeked girls 
contribute enormously to the feel- 
ing of normalcy which constantly 
surprises you even in advanced 
zones of the fighting front. They 
have happy faces; they are un- 
ruffled and cémpletely self-pos- 
sessed and self-reliant. They take 
the war in their young, vigorous 
stride, and they are every bit as 
brave and determined and self-ef- 
facing as the simple Russian sol- 
dier, who performs his duty with- 
out a murmur or questioning. 

Riding up to one advanced head- 
quarters, I saw Red Army. girls 
who were living in earth caves 
along “Dugout Boulevard” under 
precisely the same conditions as 
troops. They were busy about their 
work, and obviously it seemed per- 
fectly natural to them that they 
should be here, In other sectors, 
girls were camped in the woods 
living in tents. All are highly dis- 
ciplined and they give as snappy 
and cleancut a salute as any sol- 
diers in the Army. 

These young women in uniform 
have all been carefully ‘selected 
and thousands of them have been 
at the front since the first weeks 
of the war. They have been shelled 
and bombed, and although many 
are still only 18 or 19, they are 
all veterans‘today. No small num- 
ber of them have been decorated. 


Visit With Telegraphers. 


In one front zone we talked 
with a group of girl telegraphers 
who have served on this front for 
14 months. They might well have 
stepped off the campus of any 
American college except that their 
cheeks were far rosier and their 
physiques much stronger than the 
average American girl could boast. 
They wore khaki Russian tunics, 
blue skirts and blue berets—as fine 
looking, smiling and shining-eyed 
youngsters as you could hope to 
meet anywhere, 

Sergt. Katja Schelbaldova ad- 
mitted being 20 years old, and on 
the breast of her tunic she wore 
the combat Medal of Merit. Katja 
attended a professional telegra- 
phers’ school in Moscow when she 
was 16 and Tamara—pretty, shy, 
unspoiled and dark-haired — was 
hersoommate. Katja and Tamara 
were graduated together, started 
their telegraphers’ careers together 
and went to war together. Dusija, 
fluffy-haired blonde of 19, also went 
to the same school. They have all 
been here on the Kalinen and 
Rzhev fronts since last November. 

Wasn't it pretty terrible here last 
winter? 

“Oh, no,” says Sergt. Katja. “We 
all had our valinki and army over- 
coats.” (Valinki are those marvel- 
ously warm Russian felt boots 
which the German soldiers envy 
so much.) 

One Leave in a Year. 

Have you been home since 
war began? 

“We had five days leave in Sep- 
tember,” Dusja says. “That was the 
first time in one year. We saw 
our families and we went to a 
movie.” 

I suppose life was more fun in 
Moscow?

Yes, Katja had two brothers at 
the front and Dusja had two more 
—and so it went. Were any of 
them married? They all laughed. 
“There’s plenty of time to think 
about getting married after the 
war,” Katja declared, and when we 
were saying good-by, it was Sergt. 
Katja, who said: 

“Tell your American girls to 
come and join us in fighting the 
war.” : 

When we reached Gen. Dmitri 
Leliushenko’s headquarters, the 
brigade commissar showed ug in- 
to a clean, cozy, three-room 
“guest” dugout with the remark, 
“This is your house.” He had 
scarecly left us, when a buxom, 
girlish bundle of health entered, 
asking if we cared to have tea, 
Clean towels lay folded upon the 
pillows of our beds. It was diffi- 
cult to realize that this was a dug~ 
out in the front line, and more 
so when Shura, the smiling girl 
attendant, served our meals with 
attention to every detail, 


General’s Daughter at Front. 


Then in another sector we were 
served by none other than the 
General’s 17-year-old, brown-eyed 
daughter. She had been on a trip 
to an advanced post for the first 
time, 

“I had never been under shell 
fire before,” Elena said. “But I 
wasn’t at all afraid. We saw an 
air fight, too, and three Nazi 
planes were shot down. Once a 
bunch of shells came over and one 
exploded quite close—maybe 30 or 
40 yards away. I wanted to stay, 
but they wouldn’t let me after 
that.” 

The General, Elena’s father, had 
an understandable light in his eyes 
as Elena talked. r 

“I really wasn’t afraid of any- 
thing except the spiders,” Elena 
was saying. “There were lots of 
spiders, and I hate spiders, My 
brother is an aviator and I wanted 
to join an antiaircraft battery. 
But papa won’t let me. He says 
I’m too young, but I don’t see 
why. I’m very strong and I know 
I could shoot an antiaircraft 
gun. But papa says I’ve got to 
stay. at headquarters and be his 
librarian.” 


This is a fair sample of the 
spirit of:young Russian girls who 
serve with the Red Army, Many 
of their tasks are sheer drudgery, 
and in many front sectors they live 
under the same hard conditions 
as the soldiers themselves, but they 
all do their work cheerfully and 
well. The girl telephone operator 
in Gen, Tshantshebadza’s dugout 
Was a perfect example. For more 
than five hours she sat on a stool 
holding the telephone apparatus to 
her ear. She had to hold it to the 
ear all the time because she was 
in direct communication with the 
front lines. When we left she was 
still sitting on the same stool, still 
listening intently, still quietly effi- 
cient. 

Girl Highway Guards. 

In Kalinen, we lunched with an 
entire company of girl highway 
guards. They were all under 23 
and the Major who commanded 
them praised their work highly. 
At 30 and 40 degrees below zero, 
these girls will parol roads, guard 
bridges night and day throughout 
the long winter, and whatever they 
do they will do with devotion and 
enthusiasm. 

Around Moscow and many other 
Russian cities, Red Army girls 
man antiaircraft batteries and fire 
their guns with as great accuracy 
as the men. They, too, will be at 
their posts day and night through 
the fierce Arctic winter. 

In truth, it is almost impossible 
to portray the tremendous part 
which Russian women are playing 
actively in fighting this war 
against the Nazi invader. Tens of 
millions of them labor in factories, 
on the land, on street cars, driving 
busses, on the railroads and on 
ships, on the Volga and other riv- 
ers, while younger women fulfill 
innumerable responsibilities in 
front zones. Without Russia’s 
women, the Russian soldiers could 
never have performed the miracles 
of resistance that they have per- 
formed and continue to perform,

BERN, Oct. 31 (AP). — French 
women, barricading town halls 
against German doctors sent to 
examine their men for the Hitler 
labor draft, have won one of the 
first victories in the campaign in 
the unoccupied zone against forced 
work in the Reich, 

A new series of strikes was re- 
ported to have broken out, especi- 
ally in the Haute-Savoie province 
adjoining the Swiss border, and 
every neutral dispatch describing 
the incidents said high feeling and 
discontent were clearly apparent. 

The strikes in every case fol- 
lowed orders to factory owners 
designating-the number of workers 
they were expected to furnish in 
the deal made by Pierre Laval for 
exchange of workers for war 
prisoners. 

The men, on receiving the an- 
nouncement, simply quit work and 
in most cases their fellows walked 
out with them, the reports said. 

Women, young and old, mothers, 
wives and sweethearts of the men, 
refused to obey orders and dis- 
perse after they collected angrily 
in front of the city halls, Journal 
Geneve reported. 

Men Fail to Appear. 

Police were said finally to have 
helped the German doctors. into 
the buildings, but then the men 
did not show up for the physical 
examinations they were expected 
to take before entraining for Ger- 
many. There the matter stood, 
with heavy police guards placed 
about cities and factories involved. 

The strikes begun on Thursday 
@t Annecy, Marnaz, Scionzier and 
Annemasse in the watchmaking 
region of Haute-Savoie continued. 
These had been supplemented dur- 
ing the week by walkouts at Tou- 
louse, Grenoble, Avignon and 
Marseille. 

Usually well-informed foreign 
circles with Vichy connections said 
these demonstrations were respon- 
sible, in large degree, for the Ger- 
mans giving Laval two more weeks 
in which to declare formal con- 
acription. 

While Laval already has been 
trying to force the workers to go, 
officially he has emphasized that 
labor enlistment was on a volun- 
tary basis. The two-week exten- 
sion to Nov. 15 was said not to 
affect the Nov. 30 deadline for 
actual delivery of his quota of 150,- 
000 French workers, a quota still 
far from filled. 

There were indications that the 
Germans would be glad to with- 
draw from their demands for the 
full 150,000 if they could discover 
a way to save face. 

The French press meanwhile 
published a new appeal by Indus- 
trial Minister Bichelonne, warning 
workers of the unoccupied zone 
that Germany was preparing to re- 
turn war prisoners on the basis 
of regions and regions which fell 
below their quota of workers were 
not likely to get back any pris- 
oners. 

Failure of workers in the unoc- 
eupied zone to enlist would in- 
crease the number drawn from 
the occupied zone, he added. 
New Nazi Penalties in Norway. 

Death, solitary confinement and 
hard labor are punishments to be 
imposed in Norway for a great 
variety of acts of sabotage against 
the Nazi administration of the 
country, it was stated by a Swiss 
Telegraphic Agency dispatch from 


Stockholm. . 

New which became ef- 
fective yesterday make the Gov- 
ernment of Norway comparable to 
a state of siege. Even trivial acts, 
such as failing to surrender propa- 
ganda material to authorities, may 
under some circumstances be pun- 
ished by death. 

Long List of “Crimes.” 

Offenses for which Norwegians 
may be put to death or placed in 
solitary confinement include enter- 
ing or leaving the country without 
special permission, working for the 
enemy, giving information harmful 
to German interests, giving ac- 
tommodation to enemy agents, lis- 
tening to foreign radio broadcasts, 
communicating with war prisoners, 
ridiculing or criticising the govern-. 
ment of Vidkun Quisling, failing 
to surrender hostile propaganda 
material which may fall into their 
hands, hiding war materials or 
possessing explosives. 

The prohibition against leaving 
or entering the country obviously 
was designed to discourage the 
flight of Norwegians to England 
or Sweden and to exclude hostile

hinterland, New industrial sup- 
port will be required if he is to rise 
to the power he once enjoyed; his 
500,000 Miners—assuming the loy- 
alty of the whole rank and file— 
give him a formidable nucleus of 
trade union support, but this is not 
enough.

Factor in WLB Policy. 

This belief finds acceptance 
among the makers of labor policy 
in the Government, and it is one 
reason — a large one — why the 
union-maintenance clause has come 
to be the standard formula of the 
National War Labor Board for the 
settlement of disputes over “union 
security.” The clause is designed 
to protect unions not only against 
hostile action by employers but 
against agitation designed to 
break the grip of the more moder- 
ate union leaders. Emphasis is 
laid by the board on the desirabil- 
ity of maintaining “responsible” 
leaders at the helm of trade union- 
ism. These leaders, runs the argu- 
ment, have given up the strike 
weapon; their hands are tied; they 
are in danger, therefore, of seeing 


ers holding out glittering promises. 

The board speaks, of course, in 
generalities, but—whether or not it 
would classify Lewis among the

He was for Willkie, but is now 
miles away from Willkie on the re- 
lationship of the United States to 
the rest of the world.. Where will 
Lewis go next? Possibly there is a 
clew in his threat, early in 1940, to 
call a convention of various groups, 
such as labor, the American Youth 
Congress, Negro organizations and 
“liberal” farmers, and weld them 
into an organization against the 
third-term movement. 


If a clew is there, it is in the 
evidence of Lewis’ readiness to lay 
his hand to any weapon that events 
may provide. He is daring, reso- 
lute, intelligent, quick to size up 
a situation and turn it to his use. 
There is no situation today that 
lends itself to his purpose. It is 
the aftermath of the war, one must 
conclude, on which Lewis ig count- 
ing. If confusion and disillusion 
shall follow,.John L. Lewis may be 
in a position to gain even greater 
power than he had as the acknowl- 
edged top man in American labor. 
Meantime, he is keeping his pow- 
der dry,

loving peoples.” 

Allied victory, Smuts assured his 
audience, “slowly but no less sure- 
ly is bDeginning to dawn on the 
horizon.” 


He told the peoples of The 
Netherlands and Belgium that “the 
Germans’ sole reason for bringing 
about the economic decay of-your 
countries was to enable the enemy 
to deport large parts of the popu- 
lation to Eastern Europe.” 

Describing himself as an “Afri- 
kander with Dutch blood in my 
veins,” Smuts asserted that “as far 
as The Netherlands and Belgium 
are concerned, I have no doubt 
that their independent existence 
will be guaranteed after the war 
by the close co-operation of the 
United Nations, of which I have 
seen striking examples in Lon- 
don.” 

Smuts voiced sympathy for the 
suffering peoples in enemy-oc- 
cupied countries and exhorted 
them “to bea® in mind, however, 
that each privation you are under- 
going is bringing us a step nearer 
victory.” 

“Remember,” he said, “that re-

RIVER BOAT MEN WARNED 
OF ‘RESTRICTED’ BRIDGES 


Operators of river boats who 
navigate, moor. or anchor their 
craft near bridges that have been 
designated as “restricted” by the 
Coast Guard are subject to for- 
feiture of their vessels, a $10,000 
fine and a 10-year prison term, 
Capt. Stephen 8S.

NOVEMBER AGE PENSIONS SENT; 
NO WAIT FOR EXTRA SESSION 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 31 
(AP).—The State Social Security 
Commission mailed November old- 
age pension checks today without 
waiting for the additional funds 
proposed by Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell to increase their size. 

The checks averaged $13.82 each. 
If the Legislatures in its special 
session beginning next week votes 
the $600,000 appropriation recom- 
mended by Donnell, additional pay- 
ments of about $5 will be made 
later, restoring the 30 per cent 
pension cut made last year. 

The pension rolls continued to 
decline, dropping 476 to a total of 
113,381 pensioners. 

The number receiving pensions 
and the total November payments 
by counties included: Sst. Louis 
City, 12,921 and $213,057; St. Louis 
County, 2118 and $33,798. 


LETTER PUBLISHED IN SWEDEN . 
IS PROTESTED BY GERMANY 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (AP), — 
Germany has protested to Sweden 
over publication by two Stockholm 
newspapers of a mysterious form 
letter to German nationals pur- 
porting to give them “secret in- 
structions” in Sweden to refrain 
from provoking Swedes “until 
further notice,” 

The Berlin radio, which said that 
the German Legation at Stockholm 
had protested to the Swedish Gov- 
ernment, quoted a Stockholm dis- 
patch saying that the letter was a 
fake and a provocation.

Democrat, president of the Mis- 
souri Federation of Labor. Wood 
had much intra-party difficulty 
with this odd-shaped district, and 
the Democrats insist that in.

Upset Likely in New York. 

The biggest Democrat upset is 
indicated in New York, which has 
not elected a Republican Governor 
since Nathan Miller in 1920. Most 
signs point to the election of 
Thomas E. Dewey over John J. 
Bennett Jr., the protege of James 


‘A. Farley. The only hope the 


Democrats have is in pinning the 
“dry” label on Dewey and the Re- 
publican ticket. President Roose- 
velt’s insistence on the nomination 
of Senator James M. Mead for the 
governorship left many deep 
wounds in the Democratic organ- 
ization, and his subsequent in- 
dorsement of Bennett, and that de- 
layed, has been ineffective, 

If Dewey wins the governorship, 
the Democrats, according to their 
own figures, will lose the two Con- 
gressmen-at-large, one seat in 
Buffalo and another in Brooklyn. 
| New York leaders, however, 
hope to regain the old Mead dis- 
trict, which went Republican 
after Mead’s election to the Sen- 
ate. The Congressional turnover 
will not be large if Dewey wins the 
governorship because the New 
York districts usually are heavily 
Democratic or heavily Republican.

the State this year. 
Pennsylvania and Illinois, 


Pennsylvania, ranking second in 
population and with the second 
largest House delegation, has a 
Republican state administration. 
The representation was reduced 
one seat by reapportionment. Un- 
der the redistricting there wil] be 
one Congressman elected at large 
—the Republicans should name him 
—plus three or four other seats. 
There is no senatorial contest. 

The Republicans are banking 
heavily on Illinois, where C. Way- 
land Brooks, Republican incum- 
bent, is opposed by Democratic 
Representative Raymond S. Mc- 
Keough of Chicago. Although 
Brooks is likely to win by a large 
majority, the Kelly-Nash machine 
in Chicago is expected to return 
eight Democrats from Chicago, and 
Democrats here ‘would not be sur- 
prised if former Representative 
Kent Keller were returned from 
the downstate district now held by 
C. W. (Runt) Bishop, Republican. 
(This is the name he uses on his 
political literature.)ij The other 
downstate districts now represent- 
ed by Democrats are the 20th 
where James M. Barnes ig having 
a hard fight against Sid Simpson, 
Republican; the 22d, now held by 
Edwin M. Schaefer, where Harry 
C. Odum, Democrat, is battling 
Calvin D. Johnson, Republican;

Illinois also lost a Representa- 
tive by reapportionment and this 
year will elect one instead of two 
Congressmen-at-large. The seat 
that has been abolished was held 
by William G. Stratton, Republi- 
can, so in effect, this is a Demo- 
cratic gain. Representative Steph- 
an A. Day, a present Republican 
Congressman-at-large, is running 
for re-election against Benjamin 
S. Adamowski, Democrat. The 
Democrats have bitterly attacked 
Day because of his anti-war 
speeches. Day, however, is given 
the edge in most pre-election fore- 
casts. - 


G, O. P. Confident in Ohio. 

Republicans are confident. they 
will pick up four or five seats in 
Ohio, which also has a Republican 
state administration. The Demo- 
crats, rather plaintively, insist 
their chances have improved con- 
siderably in that State during the 
past few weeks.

His defeat will 
cause few tears in Washington. 

California’s gain of three seats 
illustrates the advantage accruing 
to the Democrats from reappor- 
tionment. Of the nine seats shifted, 
five are in states predominantly 
Democratic. Arizona, Florida, New 
Mexico, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee each gain a seat. Okla- 
homa, predominantly Democratic, 
loses a seat. Only one Republican 
state, Oregon, gains a seat. The 
Republican states losing one seat 
each are Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Kansas and Nebraska., 

The Democrats are also likely 
to benefit from the seven seats 
now vacant. Of these, six were 
won by Democrats in 1940 and only 
one by Republicans. 

Republicans and Democrats are 
both hopeful about Michigan, 
whose House representation is 11 
Republicans and six Democrats. 
Five of the Democrats are from 
heavily Democratic Detroit, and 
it is unlikely that the Republicans 
will make many, if any, gains in 
this State. 

Michigan’s Big Fight. 

The big fight in Michigan is 
the senatorial battle between Sen- 
ator Prentiss M. Brown, Demo- 
crat, and former State Circuit 
Judge Homer Ferguson, Republi- 
can, a Detroit Tom Dewey who 
has cleaned up civic corruption. 
Brown appeared to be committing 
political suicide when he pushed 
the Administration's anti-inflation 
bill through the Senate. The Mich- 
igan farmers were expected to kill 
him off next Tuesday, and Ed 
O’Neal, boss of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and the con- 
gressional farm bloc, intimated 
such a threat when he said, “Too 
bad; Prentiss was a nice boy.” 
Brown's, spectacular fight, how- 
ever, won him new popularity in 
Detroit and throughout the State, 
and his race with Ferguson is 
likely to: be close. |

State, with Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr., Republican, seeking re- 
election against former Repre- 
sentative Joseph E. Casey, Demo- 
crat. Lodge, for several reasons, 
was expected to have a walk-away 
but the gubernatorial race became 
involved in a_ birth-control réf- 
erendum, which will bring out the 
Democratic vote.

There ig fairly general agree- 
ment, even among Democrats, that 
the Administration will lose three 
Senate seats. These are from Dela- 
ware, Iowa and South Dakota. 

In Delaware, the Republican 
candidate is Gov. C. Douglass 
Buck, who married into the du 
Pont family. The Democratic can- 
didate is E..Ennalls Berl, who de- 
feated Senator James H. Hughes 
for the nomination. 

Senator Clyde L. Herring, Demo- 
crat, appears to be fighting a los- 
ing battle in Iowa for re-election 
against Gov. George A. Wilson. 
Iowa is traditionally a Republican 
State, and the fact that Vice 
President Wallace comes from 
there seems to have no political 
significance this year. 

In South Dakota, the Republican 
Governor, Harlan J. Bushfield, ap- 
pears to be an easy victor over 
Tom Berry, Democrat, who defeat- 
ed Senator William J. Bulow for 
the nomination.

CHICAGO, Oct. 31 (AP).— The 
Government today begen its at- 
tempt to link the activities of Her- 
bert Hans Haupt, one of ihe six 
Nazi saboteurs executed in Wash- 
ington last Aug, 8, with six Chi- 
cagoans on trial in Federal Court 
on charges of treason. 

Haupt was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hans Max Haupt, who are on trial 


with Walter and Lucille Froehling. 
young Haupt's uncle and aunt, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Otto Richard Wer- 
gin, friends of the Haupt family. 
They are accused of aiding the 
German Reich by assisting young 
Haupt, safeguarding his money for 
him, and helping him to purchase 
an automobile. 

Carl Eggert, a Chicago plasterer, 
and one of the prosecution’s wit- 
nesses, told the jury that the elder 
Haupt gave him $900 in bills of 
$50 dengmination to hide last June 
28, the day after the arrest of 
eight Nazi saboteurs landed in this 
country from submarines. Previ- 
ous testimony was that money of 
this denomination was carried by 
the saboteurs to aid their plans 
of destruction in the United States. 

Eggert, who said he was born in 
Germany, testified the elder Haupt 
handed him the $900 in the back 
room of a tavern. He quoted Haupt 
as saying: 

“Carl, I have $900 of my own 
money, and I am expecting the 
F. B. L. to search my home. I 
want you to hold it for me because 
I don’t want the F. B. L to get it.” 

But the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation did get the money, 
Eggert said, because four days 
later -he turned it over to two 
Federal agents who visited his 
home. 

Gustav Zermer, another Govern 
ment witness who also said he was 
born in Germany, admitted he had 
agreed to receive mail from young 
Haupt and relay it to his parents. 
He said, however, that he an- 
swered “No” when the elder Haupt 
asked him if he had a room in 
his home for young Haupt. 

Young Haupt’s fiance, Mrs 
Gerda Melind, a widow, said Haupt 
appeared rather nervous when she 
had a date with him last June 
23. She said she first met him in 
1939 and that he left Chicago in 
June of 1941. He told her, she 
said, that he had been in Mexico 

digging gold.

{EARLY FALL HOG RUN 


FAILS TO MATERIALIZE 


Some Farmers Said to Be 
Holding Them for Greater 
Weight. 


Too many little pigs are staying 
at home when they should be com- 
ing to market, livestock men say, 
and civilian consumers of bacon, 
ham and other pork products will 
have to tighten their belts another 
notch during the coming weeks, 

Athough the Department of 
Agriculture estimates total 1942 
farrowings at 105,000,000 head—an 
increase of 24 per cent from 1941, 
and by far the largest crop of 
record—the expected increase in 
fall marketing of hogs has not 
materialized, and a tight situa- 
tion has developed in the pork 
market. 

Some livestock men are of the 
opinion that farmers are delaying 
marketing in order to take ad- 
vantage of the favorable fall 
weather and the abundance of 
feeds in order to get as much 
weight as possible. Others say 
that there are just not enough 
hogs ready for the market at this 
time. 

All agree that the expected in- 
creased runs will materialize soon- 
er or later. Meanwhile, Federally 
inspected slaughter of hogs in- 
creased less than 1 per cent in 
the four weeks ended Oct, 23 as 
compared, with the same period 
last year, while government 
agencies are taking 50 per cent of 
the slaughterings for military and 
lend-lease needs this year as 
against 30 per cent in 1941. This 
means a substantial cut in -the 
hogs going to the civilian’s table. 

H. D. Wright, manager of the 
Producers’ Live Stock Commission 
Association at National Stock 
Yards, Ill., said yesterday that an 
even greater problem for the in-. 
dustry is feared when the big runs 
start piling in. He said there is 
growing anxiety over the possibili- 
ty that too many hogs will be 
ready for market at one time, 
swamping transportation and 
slaughtering facilities during the 
peak marketing months of Decem- 
ber and January. 

“For some time past,” he said, 
“we have suggested to our mem- 
bers that they should ship hogs to 
market as soon as they are “fin- 
ished,” However, I do not think 
the situation calls for the market- 
ing of unfinished or half-fat hogs.” 

He added that as far as he could 
learn, there has been only a mod- 
erate tendency for hogs. to be held 
back in this territory for mcreased 
weight. 

For several months, the — 
ment of Agriculture has urged pro- 
ducers to market their animals 
early this year, or to hold’ them 
until, after the peak months in 
order to spread marketings out 
more evenly than formerly.

He Had Questions— 


And How! 

Whereas the average baseball 
man.was satisfied to know that a 
rookie weighed 175 pounds, could 
run the 100 yards in 10 seconds, 
stood. six feet in his stocking feet, 
could drive a ball over any fence 
and throw like the devil, Rickey 
was interested in more than that. 
He wanted to know about the play- 
er’s family; what his father did for 
a living and if it was true that he 
had an uncle, named Louie, who 
played a harmonica and once went 


‘lover Niagara Falls in a rubber 


balloon. 

Rickey, therefore, was much 
more interesting in conversation 
than the baseball man who wor- 
shipped faithfully at the shrine of 
measurements and statistics. He 
thought anecdotes, when he talked 
to writers. When a writer asked 
him about the start of the Card- 
inals under his regime, he didn’t 
cite red ink figures. He told you 
a story. 

There was that time back in 
the early days, for instance, when 
the late Charley Barrett, the be- 
loved scout, entered the Cardinal 
office, and found Uncle Branch, as 
Charley called him, rolling up 
oriental rugs. 

“You see,” Rickey recalled, “we 
didn’t have any furnishings for 
the office and I had an interview 
scheduled with a man from a rich 
club. I wanted to impress him. 
Mrs. Rickey was out of the‘ city 
at the time, so I had borrowed 
the rugs from our living room. 
And when Charley came along I 
had just heard that Mrs. Rickey 
was coming home and I knew 
what was good for me. I had to 
get those rugs back home where 
they belonged.” 

Not Pig Latin, but— 

Rickey’s story of his youthful 
days also is a series of anecdotes, 
which he tells with twinkling eyes, 
merry chuckles and guffaws. While 
he was saving up enough money to 
start him in Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, he burned the midnight oil 
studying Latiny which he planned 
as one of his academic studies. 
He was his own teacher and if you 
ever faced a Latin teacher, you 
can imagine the pronunciations 
and accents that the self-taught 
Branch acquired and practiced. 

“T’l) never forget that first day 
in the Latin class,” Rickéy tells 
you with a chuckle, “I thought I 
was some stuff and when the pro- 
fessor called on me I stood up and 
really went to town. I heard snick- 
ers all around me, but the profes- 
sor let me continue. I guess I 
really kicked Gaius Julius Caesar 
in what that great warrior wore 
for trousers. Finally the professor 
stopped me. 

“*Where, Mr. Rickey,’ he asked 
me sarcastically, ‘did you ever 
learn SUCH Latin?’ §& 

“*'Why, from Cook’s* Latin Les 

sons for Beginners, sir,’ I answered. 
How was I to know that. this very 
same Professor Cook was the pro- 
fessor to whom I had just recited? 
He turned red, naturally enough, 
for the students around me, who 
had been snickering, really roared 
with glee. 
“IT was miserable, of course. That 
same afternoon I had asked an 
upper classman politely, between 
classes, ‘where do I go from here?’ 
and he had countered. with a sug- 
gestion that I could go wherever 
the hell I pleased. 

“It wag too much, I gathered 
my books together tearfully. I was 
going to quit school and go back 
home where people were more 
kind, But Professor Cook called 
me to his study, consoled me, ar- 


without charge. And on the foot- 
ball field I had the pleasure of 
tackling. that same upper classman 
so hard that they had to carry 
him off the field. So I stayed in 
school.” 

As suggested, one of Rickey’s 
great front office assets was his 
ability to card index and —— 


in his mind the strength and 


nesses of thousands of potential 
future baseball greats. Another 
was his practical appreciation of 
the possibilities of quantity pro- 
duction. 

The writer, personally, always 
has questioned the high rating the 
baseball world in general always 
has given Rickey as a judge of 
young baseball players. He has 
raved so frequently and at such 
great length in polysyllables about 
recruits who subsequently have de- 
veloped into Flops of the Year, 
that we cannot subscribe to his 
reputation as an unusual judge of 
talent. But he knows what quan- 
tity production will do and that 
has been the great strength of the 
coast - to- coast, border - to - border, 
chain store system he fathered 
and developed.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 31 (AP). — 
Notre Dame’s fighting Irish, beat- 
en and tied in early-season 
contests, continued on the come- 
back trail to the football heights 
today by defeating a stubborn 
Navy team, 9 to 0, for their fourth 
straight conquest. 

Notre Dame struck for a touch- 
down in the first two minutes of 
the second period, sending its 
“pitching” quarterback, Angelo 
Bertelli, over from the one-yard 
line on a sneak play, after a 50- 


.|yard march. The Irish clinched it 


with a 17-yard field goal from 


placement in the fourth session 
by Quarterback Tom Creevey. 
Although a few more than 72,- 
000 tickets had been sold for the 
classic, the actual crowd did not 
reach that figure. The best guess 
was that about 65,000 fans were in 
the huge Lakefront Stadium. 

On Notre Dame’s second play 
of the game, the center’s pass 
eluded the entire T-formation back- 
field, and Tackle Fred Schnurr of 
Navy recovered on the Irish 20- 
yard line. Bertelli halted the 
threat, however, by intercepting a 
pass in the end zone. 

In the second period, after Notre 
Dame had gone out front, the 
Middies launched a 35-yard march 
which finally stalled on the Irish 
five-yard line, Notre Dame taking 
the ball. 

Sub Halfback Harold Hamberg 
took Bertelli’s return punt after 
the goal line stand, and raced 32 
yards to the Irish 24, whence he 
passed to Substitute End Roe John- 
ston on the goal line — but the 
wingman dropped the ball and 
Navy’s last chance was gone. 

Notre Dame piled up 10 first 
downs, eight by rushing, one on 
@ pass and one on a penalty, to 
Navy’s seven, five on the ground 
and two through the air. The 
Irish. aerial first down was the 
payoff, however, it being a nine- 
yarder from Bertelli to End Bob 
Dove on the one-yard line, from 
which Bertelli sneaked for the 
game’s lone touchdown.

ISITORS — even royal] ones — 

will have to eat domestic 

cheese and nuts at the White 
Housé this year because of the 
war, but they won’t have to help 
do the dishes despite a $25,000 
limit on President Roosevelt’s $75,- 
000 yearly salary. 

If Congress didn’t keep up the 
executive mansion, they might. 
For its costs four times $25,000 to 
pay the household employes alone, 
in addition to funds appropriated 
for upkeep, laundry, utility bills 
and entertainment. 

But the White House belongs to 
the public and, although the war 
has brought many changes in its 
operation, the nation’s hospitality 
will continue to be extended there 
handsomely. 

This doesn’t mean that the 
Roosevelts could not have their 
troubles living in the White House 
under the $25,000 limit the Presi- 
dent himself set, They pay for 
the food everybody, including the 
servants, eats, except at official 
dinners, and there aren’t many of 
the latter any more. 


They buy their own clothes and 
they have to be’clothes that won't 
make the public ashamed of them 
as President and First Lady. They 
pay their own life insurance pre- 
miums and other personal ex- 
penses. 

‘On the other hand, the nation’s 
chief executive traditionally has 
certain duties and privileges which 
do not extend to others who will 
have to. get along on $25,000. 

The President has to live in the 
White House, whether it seems 
like home or not, but he gets that 
40-odd room mansion set in 18 
beautiful acres rent free. House 
and grounds are: assessed by the 
District of Columbia at $2,523,623. 


He must uphold the dignity of 
his office at home and abroad, but 
Congress gives him a $30,000 an- 
nual extra allowance for official 
entertainment and traveling ex- 
penses. Whether that has covered 
such items in the past few years 
is a matter of conjecture. 

He pays the grocery bill for a 
huge staff, instead of for his fam- 
ily of two, but he gets the services 
of three ushers, a housekeeper, six 
butlers, three chauffeurs and 50- 


odd other employes working about 


the White House, its grounds and 
garages. , 

He can’t let the roof sag or the 
“White” house turn a dirty gray, 
but every four years Congress sets 
aside $50,000 for repairs and al- 
terations. The last such appropria- 
tion was in 1941, 

It’s things like these which rec- 
oncile the recent statement of Mrs. 
Roosevelt that the public expects 
certain standards in the White 
House which. could not be main- 
tained ‘under a $25,000 ceiling and 
the President’s immediate revela- 
tion through aides that his salary, 
like others, would be included un- 
der his executive order. 

As a matter of fact, Economic 
Stabilization Director James F. 
Byrnes may not have to move in 
on the President’s salary at all. 
Congress, through the new tax 
pill, will take between $41,000 and 
$44,000 in income and victory taxes, 
leaving less than $34,000 to the 
President. And the order provides 
that insurance premiums and 
some debt payments may be taken 
into account. .

Fancy imported cheeses 
have given way to domestic 
varieties.

HE White House buys-the Vic- 
tory Special food each week, 
whether it’s chicken or green 
beans or tomatoes, and meals are 
built around that. 

If Mrs. Roosevelt wants to 
scramble eggs on Sunday nights 
in the chafing dish she keeps 
under a serving table in the pri- 
vate dining room, she has to pay 
sky high prices. 

There has been a slight turnover 
in the staff because of the draft. 
White House employes are not 
given-deferment as such, but for- 
tunately few of the highly trained 
servants there have been called. 

Work is much heavier. in the 
kitchen and pantry because meals 
are served in sO many places and 
the number may be cut or added 
to at the last minute, making it 
hard to buy or plan. 

President Roosevelt and Harry 
Hopkins, presidential aid who 
lives at the White House with his 
wife and 10-year-old daughter, Di- 
ana, both may have important con- 
ferences -at the lunch or dinner 
hours and ask the conferees to 
eat. Mrs, Roosevelt, too, some- 
times has conference groups for 
meals. The President almost in- 
variably has his lunch at his desk 
in the executive offices and often 
shares the snack with his visitor. 

Oil rationing is one thing that 
hasn’t caused much furore at the 
White House, because heat is piped 
there from a nearby Government 
building and another engineer has 
that worry.

Head of the household staff at 
$3300 a year is efficient Mrs, Hen- 
rietta Nesbitt, a New York State 
neighbor of the Roosevelts who 
once ran a 300-acre cattle farm.

whose salary’ is $75,000 a 

year, has asked the Treas- 
ury that his pay be reduced 
within the new regulations. 
That does not mean that he will 
take a $50,000 a year reduction 
in salary, since Treasury offi- 
cials have estimated that per- 
sons would have to make more 
than $67,000 to be affeeted by 
the limitations. That is because 
the regulations provide for al- 
lowances for tax reductions, 
charitable contributions, pay- 
ments on life insurance and oth- 
er obligations in effect Oct. 3, 
1942. The exact amount of the 
reduction of Mr. Roosevelt’s sal- 
ary will depend on the amount |’ 
of allowances he claims. 

The Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States provides that the 
President’s salary shall not be 
increased or reduced during the 
term for which he ‘is elected, 
but the experts point out that 
Mr. Roosevelt can get around 
that by simply donating any ex- 
cess pay to the Treasury,

Clergyman Should | 


Be Star Salesman

ASE X-147: Malcolm M., aged 43, has been a clergyman for 
20 years, “But I am heavily in debt from frequent moving,” 
he said, “and I don’t seem to be very popular with my 
parishioners. Do you think I should drop out of the ministry, 
Dr. Crane? I like the work and 
have felt that I was called to 
preach, I read widely, averaging 
at least one book per week. And I 
have a good record of clearing the 
debts on church property, but even 
. when I free a church from a long- 
standing mortgage, my people 
don’t ask me back again. Dr. 
Crane, I need somebody to analyze 
me and give me an outsider’s 
diagnosis of my assets and liabili- 
ties. Would you dissect me from 
the psychological angle?”

DIAGNOSIS: Malcolm had 

earned: his way through college and the theological seminary.

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A CLERGYMAN SHOULD be a live-wire salesman of a 
living gospel. He should, therefore, use language and examples 
which the audience can understand, and never feel at ease when 
his parishioners are snoring in their pews. I gave Malcolm the 
following formula for an effective sermon: Select a practical 
text that is relevant to current problems, Don’t become simply 
an expounder of theology or Biblical history. Include at least 
two or three appropriate jokes in every sermon, saving them 
for waking up the crowd and regaining their attention. Mention 
at least four parishioners in the sermon, They should deftly be 
worked into the address so that the stories concerning them will 
help advance the thought to its proper conclusion.

Employ the “anecdotal formula” for the sermon, - 
making it a multiple-decker sandwich, so to speak, with 
sound moral precepts sandwiched between illustrative 
narration and anecdotes, 
Narratives are always moré interesting than dry 
exposition or philosophical dissertations.

ONE OF AMERICA’S greatest clergymen is Dr, Paul R. 
Hortin of St. Petersburg, Fla. He is forced to preach three 
sermons on Sunday morning because the crowds are so great 
that his large church auditorium will not seat the people except 
in relays. His formula, which is admirable public platform 
psychology, is to make them laugh; challenge their thinking, 
and make them cry! 

“But clergymen are not to become demagogues or think in 
terms of crowds,” some sour-puss may try to rationalize his 
own failure in the pulpit. 

Don’t kid yourself! Read the New Testament, and you'll 
find that Christ even sent 70 press agents ahead of him to 
recruit the crowds so he could thus spread his vital message 
more quickly to the masses. Christ was a great orator, with 
ready wit, plus a keen appreciation of salesmanship and adver- 
tising psychology. He didn’t put people to sleep with his sermons!

Keeping Healthy in a Cool House 


oil this winter, most of us can .

spite of the shortage of fuel 


remain healthy and comfortable 
if we'll just adjust ourselves to 
our cooler houses. 

Actually, many American homes 
have in previous winters been 
kept too warm for best health. 
And the lower temperatures we 
will have to endure this winter 
are by no means incompatible with 
good health. _. 

The dry hot air of overheated 
houses dries out the membranes 
of the nose, throat and air pas- 
sages. Those areas are defenses 
against disease and they cannot 
do their best work unless they are 
normally moist. The 65-degree 


“temperature at which we are told 


to keep our rooms may seem 
chilly to some individuals, but it’s 
a perfectly healthy temperature 
for normally active persons. In- 
fants and ailing oldsters may re- 
quire more warmth, 

Since we must cut down on our 
heat, many of us will live in 
fewer rooms. As in grandma’s 
time, the kitchen may again be- 
come the center of family life. At 
any rate, it is smart to have one 
room that you can make com- 
fortably warm with a stove or 
fireplace. This room might also 
be your blackout room, and serve 
for other purposes, too. When 
bathrooms become too chilly for 
bathing in comfort, then sponge 
baths from a small tub in this one 
warm room can be just as effec- 
tive as complete submersion—it 
worked for grandma. 

The question of clothing is 
especially important this winter. 
Going from cold rooms to warm

ones in the day’s housecleaning 
will mean that the housewife must 


dress carefully, to avoid over- 
heating and subsequent chilling. 
Clothing must be warm, yet light 
in weight or it'll tire you to wear 
them as you work, The outer gar- 
ments should be of a material 
such as wool, which is porous 
enough for ventilation yet is a 
poor conductor of heat; this re- 


duces the loss of heat from the 


body. Wool is usually not desir- 
able in undergarments to be worn 
next to the skin, ag it retains per- 
spiration caused by activity or a 
too-warm room, and the resulting 
dampness may cause chilling when 
you become less active or go into 
a cold room, With cotton under-

garments the perspiration is able 
to evaporate and is not retained 
in the cloth to cause uncomfort- 
able dampness. 

Office girls who sit all day need 
to dress more warmly than the 
home girl who keeps stirring most 
of the day. The room tempera- 
ture should not fall too low—not 
below 65 degrees. 

Incidentally, you too-plump girls 
better lose some of that excess fat, 
or your bundling up will make you 
look even larger! 

Lower temperatures in bedrooms 
will mean that more of us sleep 
better this winter. That early 
morning headache and tired stuffy 
feeling of some girls is often due 


‘to too much heat starting some 


hours before she rises. 

Open your bedroom window wide 
at night but don’t be in a draft. 
During the day, let fresh air get 
into your heated rooms, too, In 
poorly ventilated close rooms, the 
air becomes stuffy, smelly and 
actually worn out. Its oxygen is 
diminished and it: becomes laden 
with products of prespiration. 
Such closed rooms cause headaches 
and an uncomfortable lazy feeling: 

If you “feel the cold” more than 
most persons, you may be under- 
nourished and in need of more 
protein or meat in the diet. 

You can “stand the cold” better 
if you get enough exercise, if you 
eat nourishing meals containing 
proteins, if you wear warm but 
not too heavy clothing. Exercise 
and food increase the body heat; 
warm clothing conserves it.

DDIE CHERRY, member of 

that once-famoug vaudeville 

team, The Cherry Sisters, is 
dead, Thus ends in the compara- 
tive quiet of the little town of 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., the turbulent 
life of a woman whose chief claim 
to theatrical fame was that she 
was the guiding light of an act 
that relied, for its comedy, upon 
some of the worst acting ever per- 
petrated upon an unsuspecting 
public. 


The most consummate of the 
accomplished scene-chewing Cher- 
ry Sisters, Addie was stricken at 
the age of 83 and laid to rest by 
her sister, Effie, last remaining 
member of the family of orphaned 
farm girls who deserted an Iowa 
cowbarn back in the gay and 
glittering nineties for the ini- 
quitous world of the theater. Mil- 
itantly righteous, the Sisters Cher- 
ry sought through glmost half a 
century to elevate“the American 
stage, stuck stubbornly to such 
corn-whiskered, but clean sketches 
as that immortal dramatic offer- 
ing, “The Gypsy’s Warning” and 
retired some years ago to Cedar 
Rapids to dwell upon the evils of 
this Godless age. Addie, it is re- 
ported, had never recovered from 
shock caused by witnessing a gal- 
axy of burlesque ‘beauties go 
through a grind and bump routine 
when she and sister Effie were 
lured in 1933 into a comeback en- 
gagement at a St. Louis mart dedi- 
cated to the art of striptease and 
torso twisting. 


At the pinnacle of a fantastic 
fame based upon acting ability of 
a caliber several thousand shades 
below mediocrity, the Cherry Sis- 
ters act embraced but three of the 
five prairie-raised daughters of an 
impoverished Iowa dairy farmer. 
But back in 1896, when the or- 
phaned girls had already decided 
that a dramatic career was to be 
preferred to @ cornbelt cowshed, 
all five of them were participating 
in a bucolic piece of vaudeville 
crochet known as “The Cherry 
Sisters Original Specialties.” 


It was while the Cherry Sisters 
were entertaining the rustics in 
the Iowa towns and whistlestops 
with their home-made entertain- 
ment that they came to the notice 
of Oscar Hammerstein, New York 
theatrical impresario. 


The story goes that Hammer- 
stein, heartbroken and on the verge 
of ruin, sat one evening as a sparse 
crowd left his New Olympia Thea- 
ter at Broadway and Forty-fourth 
street in New York and thumbed 
wearily through a copy of the old 
Morning World. On the theatrical 
page was story with pictures. 
This story told of an incredible 
troupe of sisters who were amaz- 
ing the Middle West with the 
worst acting ever witnessed any- 
where. 


Immediately, so the tale con- 
tinues, Hammerstein sent for his 
company manager, Al Aarons. 
“I'ye been putting on the best 
talent and that hasn’t gone over,” 
said Hammerst¢in. “Now I'll, try 
the worst.” And with that Aarons 
was dispatched in the general di- 
rection of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, to 
sign and deliver the Cherry Sis- 
ters and their act for a Broadway 
debut. : 

When Aarons arrived in Chicago, 
he learned that the Sisters Cherry 
lived 25 miles out of Cedar Rap- 


ids, Iowa, on a lonely prairie — — 


but. that they were at présent 
favoring the natives of Ottumwa, 
Iowa, with their artistry. Aarons 
proceeded to Cedar Rapids, 
put up at the local hostelry 
Be waited for the amazing 
Misses Cherry to come home. 
In a few days they returned and 
were pe ed, in exchange 
for $100 a week for the troupe, 
plus railroad fare and hotel ex- 
penses, to dare the evils of a city 
whose reputation for wickedness 
rivaled the biblical fame of Sodom 
and Gomorrah, To make sure that 
his prairie pigeons did not get 
lost enroute, Aarons shepherded 
them to New York and turned 
them over to Hammerstein, who 
billed them as “The Charming 
Cherry Sisters.”

posed about the World’s Fair. Then 
Addie and Lizzie did a piece in 
Irish dialect, “little’ Jessie came 
on as a barefoot flower girl and 
sang a sentimental number, and 
Addie returned to render Rosa 
Hartwick Thorpe’s “The Curfew 
Must Not Ring Tonight,” with 
gestures intended to convey the 
idea that she was hanging onto 
the bell clapper with all her might 
and main. Then in quartet, they 
sang “Don’t You Remember Sweet 
Alice Ben Bolt,” a sad enough 
piece which turned out to be a 
riot as the Cherry Sisters mur-

The audience departed in a state 
of advanced hysteria and the 
the next morning the New York 
Times dramatic critic wrote:

They ventured into the room- 
ing house business and in 1924, 
Effie, aided and abetted by Addie, 
ran for Mayor of Cedar Rapids 
on the resurrected doctrines of 
her idol William Jennings Bryan. 
Planks in Effie’s platform also in- 
cluded pledges to provide the town 
with a curfew law, strict policing 
of public swimming pools, more 
paving, better water, lower taxes. 
She also campaigned on the issues 
of longer skirts and longer hair 
for women. She was not elected. 
In 1926, she ran again on essen- 
tially the same platform, except 
for the addition of a plank having 
to do with the preservation of fe- 
male morals. She got only 347 votes 
in the city primary. 
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N 1933, some years after the 

death of Jessie, Effie and Addie 

rescued some of the material 
from their old act and accepted 
a comeback engagement offered 
by a St. Louis burlesque house, 
Addie said that the offer was made 
by telegram and that there was 
no indication it was for an en- 
gagement in a temple dedicated to 
the display of the female epider- 
mis. She quarreled with the man- 
agement. and announced in the 
newspapers that only through 
chicanery could she have been 
forced to so degrade the name of 
Cherry, “a byword in every house- 
hold in which the American The- 
ater is respected.” 


The next year Effie and Addie 
toured the Middle West with the 
act that was so bad it was great 
and made a brief appearance in 
New York in the fall of 1936 in 
the “Gay Nineties” night club, The 
only two remaining Cherrys — 
Ella died in 1934 and Elizabeth 
in 1936—Addie and Effie loved to 
reminisce in recent years of their 
Broadway success. 


“We always shunned the gay 
life,” Addie would exp “We 
received invitations from Anna 
Held, Melba, Fanny Davenport, 
Lillian Russell, Della Fox and 


John I. Sullivan. We never ac-9 


cepted them, We had our meals at 


the Holland House and went home 


immediately after the performance. 
Occasionally we took a buggy ride 
in Central Park, but never after 
dark.

For instance, the telephone rings 
in the office of Dr. Herman Lis- 
sauer, head quiz kid at the Warner 
Bros.’ studio.

In the course of a day’s 
toil, the quiz kids of Hollywood 
will search out the kissing customs 
of a certain tribe of Polynesians 
and determine what the inside of 
a distillery in Scotland looks like. 
Nothing stumps them. They are 
trained to ferret out the informa- 
tion needed to make a movie se- 
quence authentic. And they 
mustn’t be too long about it, either, 
Production costs mount quickly, 
you know. 

Samples of the puzzlers that 
make scenarists and directors gray 
before their time and which the 
various research wizards have 
been called on to answer in recent 
months follow:

AM going to give you a recipe 
| today for a famous dish—in

Perhaps 
I could better compare it as a 
Rhine wine type, such as is made 
in California. It’s an ill wind that 
doesn’t blow someone some good 
and with Europe in its frightful 
state, with wine importationg at a 
standstill, we must familiarize our- 
selves with our own fine domestic 
wines. 

Aside from the fact that wines 
are a delightful beverage, they also 
have a very definite place in cook- 
ery. You perhaps know this if 
you have followed some of the reci- 
pes in this column which called 
for wine. Wine does enhance the 
flavor of fine food and compli- 
ments éve ing from soup to 
dessert.

Imported 
sole, such as was used in the Mar- 
guery recipe, is impossible to get, 
but flounder when available is a 
good substitute, although any 
small fish filets could be used in 
the recipe. The idea, however, is 
to purchase the whole fish and 
have the filets removed, saving the 
head, bones and skin to make a

fish stock which is the base of the 
sauce. 


FILET OF SOLE MARGUERY. 


Have the fish butcher femove 
the filets from two flounders. 
Place bones, skin and heads in a 
stew pan. Add one pound of in- 
expensive fish such ag flounder, 
halibut or cod, having it cleaned 
and cut in small pieces, also one- 
half cup sliced carrots and one 
leek cut in small pieces, two sprigs 
of parsley, 10 whole black pepper- 
corns, one-half bay leaf and two 
quarts of cold water. Bring to 
boiling point and cook until fish 
stock is reduced to one pint. 
Strain, then pour a little (about 
half) of this fish stoek over the 
filets which have. been seasoned 
with salt and a few grains of cay- 
enne pepper and arranged in a but- 
tered baking pan. Cover filets 
with buttered paper and place in 
a moderate oven to poach for 15 
to 20 minutes. Carefully lift the 
filets out of pan and arrange them 
on a hot oven-proof platter. Gar- 
nish with one teaspoon finely 
minced parsley, 12 small poached 
oysters and 12 small boiled shrimp 
which have been shelled and 
cleaned. Now make the sauce, 


Pour remaining fish stock into 
the baking pan in which filets 
were poached to recover essence 
in pan and simmer until quantity 
is reduced to three tablespoons— 
no more. Then strain this ‘small 
quantity into top part of double 
boiler and add four tablespoons of 
dry white wine, also one-quarter 
pound of butter. Gook over hot 
water stirring until batter is melt- 
ed. (Have very little water in low- 
er part of double boiler, just 
enough to create a gentle steam.) 
Then add four well-beaten egg 


sauce thickens, or about the con- 
sistency of medium cream sauce. 
Then pour this sauce over the 
filets, oysters and shrimp and 
place in hot oven until glazed or

CORN SOUFFLE 

Make a cream sauce by melting 
two tablespoons of butter, blending 
in two tablespoons of flour and 
gradually adding one cup of rich 
milk. Bring to the boiling point, 
stirring constantly until smooth. 
Remove from fire and stir in one 
can of corn. Season with salt and 
white pepper and add one-quarter 
cup of diced pimiento. Stir in two 
egg yolks which have been slightly 
beaten; then fold in two egg whites 
stiffly beaten. Pour into a but- 
tered oven casserole dish (glass or 
earthen) and bake in a moderate 
oven for 30 minutes.

Evil Sort of Fellow” 
ls Different, Anyway

T HE strange story of Charles Strickland, which W. Somerset 


Maugham related in “The Moon and Sixpence,” has come to the 

screen in a form and fidelity that are almost astonishing. For 
while Strickland’s behavior and misbehavior have made good reading 
for more than 20 years, he is hardly a character to hold up as a mode) 
for youth and has not been pictured, for that reason, before. 

It may be, as so frequently alleged, that Strickland is merely a 
fiction counterpart of Paul Gauguin, the French painter who lived from 
1848 to 1908, who also gave up an appointment at a bank, left his wife 
and children and, in time, went to the South Seas and painted pictures 
of natives of the islands. Many times denied, the relation between the 
two has never been proved. But quite aside from the interest to the 
student of art, “The Moon and Sixpence,” now in the middle of its run 
at Loew's Theater, is an excellent reproduction of the Maugham novel 
and an unusually interesting screen offering. 5 

As nearly word-for-word as a picture can be to a book, the film 
takes exactly the same view of Strickland that Maugham took. “He 
was single-hearted in his aim,” the author puts it, at the end of a 
chapter, “and to pursue it he was willing to sacrifice not only himself— 
many can do that—but others. He had a vision. Strickland was an 
odious man, but I still think he was a great one.” - 

To have the principal role in a picture go to an all-out heel, by 
everyday standards of human decorum, is very much off the beaten 
path. In most cases in the past, where unhallowed characters have tan> 
talized movie producers, they have been whitewashed, or made merely 
enthusiasts of the Southern cause like the James boys and Belle Starr, 
or the picture has detailed the sweetness of minor characters or true 
love of nonentities and thus has come forth. 

“The Moon and Sixpence” hews to the line. Strickland was : thus- 
and-so, Strickland thought, spoke and did thus-and-so. . It is hardly 
any wonder that even Maugham himself has been “moved to call the 
script “adult.” 


Sught to Be Good, 


It Took Long Enough 


By courier from the West Coast, we are informed that, Albert 
Lewin, who wrote the screenplay for “The Moon and Sixpence” and 
directed the picture, labored 12 years to get the story in shape to 
pass the Hays office and still be worth filming. That in itself is a 
notable achievement, but there is an additional fact. Lewin’s script 
itself is a good job of writing, by the best standards of today. . 

Like “Rebecca,” “How Green Was My Valley” and other less 
important pictures, “The Moon and Sixpence” uses a narrator, who 
relates much of Strickland’s story as his own knowledge of the 
painter. Herbert Marshall plays this role and does the narrating.. 

“The Moon and Sixpence” has, therefore, a very fluid quality, 
carries a very thorough conviction. A respectable number of people, 
we may imagine, will not like the picture at all, for its subject 
matter, for its main character, for the fact that its events occur in 
times far removed from One O’clock Jump, Jersey Bounce and Strip 
Polka. But it will be a fascinating motion picture for, most movie- 
goers, nevertheless, 

No discussion of “The Moon and Sixpence” could omit mention 
of George Sanders, who portrays Strickland and through years of 
supercilious smirking on the screen has become the idpal actor for 
the part. Sanders’ public, a movie reviewér can testify, is far 
greater than most of Hollywood suspects. Of all questions 
asked about “Foreign Correspondent,” for example, the leader by 
far was, “Who was the fellow with the funny name, who played 
the London newspaper man?” No one need to be a Quiz Kid to 
reply now that “ffolliott” was George Sanders.

ALM and concise as a newspaper obituary is “Wings and the 
Woman,” the film at the Fox Theater devoted to recounting the 
career of Amy Johnson Mollison, the noted long distance flyer of 
England in the 1930s. From the time that Miss Johnson flew a 


_ second-hand Gypsy Moth plane from England to Australia, 9500 miles 


in 19 days, to the day of Jan. 5, 1941, when she plunged into the Thames 
Estuary while ferrying a military plane for the Air,Transport Auxiliary, 


her deeds are related as the history they are. : 


Although the valor of a lone woman making her way through 
tempestuous monsoon, through howling sandstorm or over blank spaces 
of ocean has an inspiring quality, “Wings and the Woman” becomes 
a succession of daring adventures in distance and a set of white dates 
superimposed on the photography. In many cases newsreel pictures 
of the throngs that greeted Amy Johnson and her husband, Jim Molli- 
son, or bade them Godspeed, were available and only the simplest 
camera trickery was necessary to have Anna Neagle and Robert New- 
ton, playing these roles, go through the same experiences. 

Anyone who lived through the 1920s and 1930s, and there should 
be quite a few of us around yet, will be able to look back on these de- 
cades now for a new evaluation of what they meant.

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Orson Welles Calls 
Films Greatest Art 
Form of Century 


HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 31 
ALLING motion pictures the 
greatest art form of the cen- 
tury and the most perfect 
means of expression devised since 
the novel Orson Welles has made 
his debut in a new role, that of 
university lecturer, giving a class- 
room talk on “The Technique of 
‘Citizen Kane,’ ” before a hundred 
students at New York University. 

Introduced by Professor Robert 
Gessner, head of the motion pic- 
ture department of N. Y. U., as 
“the most creative force in motion 
pictures since David Wark Grif- 
fith,” Welles for two hours poured 
forth his ideas on movies. 

He stressed the fact that every- 
body, himself included, is working 
in the Griffith tradition. “The 
Russian films which seem to us s0 
different from our own, are deeply 
entrenched in this tradition. ‘Citi- 
zen Kane’, too. I have had sev- 
eral movie ideas which I thought 
revolutionary and el; but on 
re-seeing ‘Intolerance’ I found that 
Griffith had already thought of 
them and used them in his grand 
manner.” 

Frame for frame, he told his 
audience, the movies can tell 
more, show more, than any other 
medium in the same instant of 
time. 

“IT want to say more, illuminate 
more, in a single moment than 
through the usual methods -of 
movie story-telling. What I’m 
after is a kind of distilled thing. 
I don’t think the movies weave a 
spell; they explain.” 

Asked about montage technique, 
Welles answered that “montage 
can be as illuminated as poetry. 
But it is invariably given over to 
the worst hands. Theoretically it 
is a marvelous way to telescope 
varios symbols of drama econom- 
ically, but in most pictures mont- 
age becomes just a ballet of 
cliches,

Through 
the train’s “steely rhythms and 
rattlety-bang,” he said, -he “sud- 
denly heard, and even saw on 
paper, the complete construction of 
the Rhapsody from beginning to 
end. No new themes came to me, 
but I worked on the thematic ma- 
terial already in my mind, and 
tried to conceive the composition 
as a whole.

Peppers 


stuffing is one that can stand 

upright on its own base or 
blossom end; but like most people, 
most peppers are not perfect, and 
out of a bushel there may be only 
half a dozen which will stand 
smartly on their own feet. The 
others, however, can still be used 
successfully for stuffing and bak- 
ing. One method is to set_the 
lop-sided peppers in a casserole 
which will , just accommodate 
them, so they can bolster one an- 
other up. Another is to slice off 
a little from the blossom end to 
make a flat base—only be sure 
not to cut so deep that the stuf- 
fing can ooze out! Still another 
is to stand the peppers upside 
down, on their stem ends, open- 
ing them from the blossom end— 
remembering to warn the folks 
that the stem is still attached and 
is not meant to be eaten. 

Stuffed Peppers. 

Five medium peppers, three- 
fourths pound hanburger, -five 
tablespoons butter, one and one- 
fourth teaspoons salt, one table- 
spoon grated onion, 12-ounce tin 
whole kernel corn, one cup canned 
tomatoes, one-fourth cup fine dry 
breadcrumbs. 

Wash peppers well, cut a slice 
from stem or blossom end and 
remove seeds and dividing mem- 
branes. Cover with boiling water 
and simmer for five minutes jin 
an wuncovered saucepan. Drain 
and place peppers in a buttered
